She tugged 
frantically, but in vain, and in terror 
watched the box car, which was being 
pushed ahead of the engine, which 
pulled several more behind it, bear 
down upon her. 
Engineer Gorman was at the throt­ 
tle. and his view was no doubt ob- 
strutced by the box car being pushed 
ahead.

N E W YORK, Oct. ii.—Julius Har- 
burger, who, in addition to his work 
of running his Harburger press agen­ 
cy, is one of the coroners of New York 
county, took another running jump 
into the limelight at the inquest into 
the death of Al Adam.i, “policy king,” 
by accusing VV. E. D. Stokes of m ur­ 
dering Adams. 
The little 
coroner 
then found the limelight so hot that 
in his subsequent charge to the jury 
he practically directed it to render a 
verdict of suicide, which it did with­ 
out a moment’s delay. 
After the jury had rendered the 
verdict to the effect that all the testi­ 
mony showed that Adams had com­ 
mitted suicide. Attorney W. M. K. 
Olcott, who had come to the inquest 
in answer to a hastily telephoned re­ 
quest in answer from 
MV. Stokes, 
arose and insisted that Coroner H a r­ 
burger retract that part of his open­ 
ing address to the jury in which he 
had charges Stokes with the murder of 
Adams. 
The coroner made the re­ 
traction. 
“We are not concerned with Cor­ 
oner Harburger’s private 
opinions,” 
said Mr. Olcott, when asked whether 
Mir.

aws of Wisconsin for 1905, which 
s a new section created and added 
to the statutes of 1898, and it provides 
that every corporation for profit, or­ 
ganized under the provisions of the 
statutes noted, shall annually, during 
the month of January, file with the 
secretary of state a report sworn to 
ay the president, secretary, treasurer 
or general manager, or if the corpora­ 
tion is in the hands of assignee or re 
ceiver, by such assignee or receiver 
as of the first of January, which shall 
state: 
“The name of such corporation and 
location, giving street and number 
“ The name and address of the of- I 
fleers and directors of such corpora­ 
tion, giving street and number. 
“The amount of authorized capital 
stock. 
“The amount of capital stock an­ 
nually paid in money, property and 
services. 
“ Whether such corporation was en­ 
gaged in business during the preced­ 
ing year. 
“ Ill what states such corporation is 
licensed to transact business as a fot 
eign corporation.” 
It is provided that in case a corpor­ 
ation fails to file its report as noted. 
it shall be allowed to file such report 
prior to June I on pay tent to the sec* 
rotary of state of a forfeit of $10. 
In 
case the report is not filed by June I, 
the secretary of state shall cause to 
be published once a week for three 
successive weeks a notice of such fail­ 
ure, in a newspaper published at or 
near the location of the corporation 
It is also provided that the register 
of deeds of each county shall post in 
Ii is office a list of the corporations lo 
cated in his county who have failed 
to report. 
However, a corporation 
will be allowed to file its annual re* 
port prior to January I on payment 
of the costs of publication. 
In case 
the report is not filed by January 1, 
the corporate rights and 
privileges 
granted to a corporation shall be for 
felted and the secretary of state is re­ 
quired to enter such forfeiture oh the 
records of his department. 
No for 
feiture shall be declared, however, un­ 
der the law as as noted prior to March 
I. 1907. 
The law provides in addition that 
the secretary of state shall during the 
month of December of each year for­ 
ward to every corporation required to 
make an annal report, blanks there 
for. 
W henever any change is made in 
the officers of a corporation the names 
and addresses of the officers elected 
shall be filed with the secretary of 
state with:n twenty days after such 
change. 
The question with which this ar­ 
ticle is introduced is prompted by the 
fact that up to date the secretary of 
state has not caused to be publishec 
any list of corporations in this county 
who have not complied with the law 
nor has the register of deeds such 1 
list posted in his office. 
In Milwau­ 
kee county a list of such delinquent 
corporations has now' been published 
two weeks and it is a long one. 
It is possible that the list of delin­ 
quents in La Crosse county has not 
yet been made out because this county 
is one of the last on the roll of coun­ 
ties of the state in alphabetical order. 
However that may be, the secretary 
of state has not yet caused official 
publication to be made of the names 
of corporations in this county wrho 
have not complied with the law’ rela­ 
tive to making reports as outlined in 
the foregoing.

A NEW AIRSHIP 


M IL W A U K E E , Oct. i i .—J acob C. 
Miller, a mechanic at the West Mil­ 
waukee shops has invented a new kind 
of airship. 
It differs radically from 
all others thus far exploited. 
Miller 
dispenses with both wings and bal­ 
loon, also with engines. 
The flight is regulated by a series 
of funnels of aluminum. 
The small 
ends are uppermost and closed. 
Gas­ 
oline mixed with air is admitted to 
the funnels and when sparked the ex­ 
plosion which follows comes directly 
against the atmosphere. 
The lifting 
power is dependent on a number of 
the funnels and the rapidity of the ex­ 
plosions. 
All the funnels will be joined and 
placed on a frame, which will admit 
of their being changed to any angle. 
Two levers will control the craft. To 
ascend the funnels will be placed in 
a perpendicular position, so the ex­ 
plosions will be downward. 
To turn 
to one way or another, to go ahead 
or back, the funnels will be so regu­ 
lated as to cause the explosions to 
exhaust themselves opposite to the di­ 
rection in which the skipper of the 
airship wishes to go. 
Simplicity is 
the keynote of Mr. Miller’s ship.
